Suggestion 


N J IRE Netting not only keeps 
the fox out of the chicken run 

but heips to keep the birds 
themselves from getting into bad habits. 


The following suggestion comes from 
a poultry breeder : 


“ During the dull winter days when the 
birds have to be kept in their pens for 
many hours, great care must be taken to 
keep them bright and busy so that they 
will keep laying and not get into the 
terrible habit of feather picking. Wire 
Netting used in the following manner will 
be a great help in this. 


** Most poultrymen feed with turnip, 
mangel or swede chopped in half and 
nailed to a board. Sometimes the birds 
hurt their feet on the nails, and the 
board soon gets dirty and is difficult to 
clean and dry. 


“© Chop turnips, etc., in half and lay them 
right side up on sharp pebbly sand and 
grit, every bit of which taken up by the 
birds helps to grind their food.. Cover 
with small mesh wire netting pegged 
firmly down. The netting cannot hurt 
the birds’ feet ; it can be easily washed 
and dried, and it enables the fowl to pick 
every little bit of the food right up. 


** Baskets made of wire netting (large 
mesh) filled with turnip tops, cabbage, 
etc., and hung up in the pens are an 
excellent device. The fowls are kept 
busily pecking, and none of the food 
is wasted by being trampled into the 
floor of the pen.’

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DAUMIER’S 


AUMIER is one of the very few great masters of the 
nineteenth century, in virtue of two qualities which, 
rare enough at any time, were generally absent from 
the art of his time. If we ventured to prophesy 
about these two great qualities we might predict 

that, in the long run, his disquieting penetration into character 
would be more lastingly stimulating than his great technical 
gifts of form, design and painting. His expression of volume, 
his vehement use of accent and the rugged invention of his 
design, all of which seem to be the only possible vehicle for 
his brooding and flashing thought, must ever be impressive. 
But it is wholesome for us to recognise that the spirit of which 
they are the expression is ultimately more important. In the 
end, not all his bulk and his audacious and dramatic design are 
really satisfying unless they are animated by his psychological 
insight and intellectual power. His insight into human character 
and thought is consummately exhibited in ‘‘ Les Piéces a 
Conviction,” the drawing just acquired by the Felton Trustees 
for the Melbourne Gallery, from the very interesting Daumier 
Exhibition at Barbizon House. ‘‘ Les Piéces 4 Conviction ”’ 
is, indeed, somewhat exceptional for the subtle variety of 
character which it intimately explores. The usual bitter satire 
of Daumier’s officials and politicians, seen, for example, in the 
famous Défenseur’”’ or Apres l’Audience,”’ is replaced by a 
detached and passionless scrutiny of character. These judges 
are not generalised types; they are three widely different 
individuals, who at the same time are specially characteristic 
of their species. In “‘ Les Piéces a Conviction’? Daumier has 
impersonally set down what his deep insight and keen eye per- 
ceived in three several men, recording it objectively, without 
partisan heat or favour. The President is cold and upright, 
severely just but yet not pitiless ; refined and dignified by a life

spent in passionless devotion to chaste reason and close thought. 
Somehow we can almost hear the pure, thin timbre of his 
scholarly voice, which would, we know, sound better in a church 
than in this thickened atmosphere. 

On the left a wholly different product sits, with head drooped 
on hand. To him the whole business is ineffably stale. He 
has so long passed the point of disillusionment that he clearly 
regards murder with as little concern as a christening. Whimsi- 
cal and weary, relaxed in boredom, lost in half-conscious musings, 
he hears no word of his colleague’s summing up. His dim eyes 
gaze vacantly at this or that incident of suffering cr excitement 
in the court before him. The figure on the right is equally 
removed from the human aspect of the trial. With eyes fixed, 
unseeing, on some stain or cobweb on the ceiling, he closely 
follows the President’s argument. Not because the fate of a 
fellow human hangs on it, but from mere habitual interest in 
technique. His is the vague attention of one who, secure from 
the troubling emotions. of sympathy and repugnance, is mechani- 
cally, almost academically, engrossed by the nice logic of a 
brother technician. So these men and their kind have presided 
over countless trials for years and years, under the same 
Crucifixion, before similar piéces a conviction. And so they will 
continue to preside. 

The design of this subtle study is one of Daumier’s most 
severe and formal, with long horizontals enclosing V-shaped 
and pyramidal masses. The composition rises from the table 
which bears the knife and bloodstained shirt, to soar at last 
into the Crucifixion on which the chief lines converge. In_ his 
selection of so solemn and restrained a design, Daumier, of course, 
recognised that a dramatic or rhetorical setting would have 
been a blunder for a work of such profound psychological 
significance.

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THE BELHUS CANDLE BRACKETS 


PICTURES, BOOKS AND MANUSCRIPTS. 


OMETIMES it is startling to find how 

old things designed for a certain purpose 

resemble modern things intended for 

another use. Thus at a first glance 

the fine old English candle brackets 

belonging to Messrs. Wilbery of King 
Street, St. James’s, seem to resemble gas 
brackets with globes. Then one notes the 
great size of the globes, and the conviction 
grows that they are globes for candles. The 
vigour of the design, the freedom of the carving, 
the practical nature of the things, all proclaim 
that they are original work of the early eigh- 
teenth century. 

The brackets were originally at Belhus, 
and it has been suggested that they were 
designed by William Kent. If that be so, they 
must have been done when his hand was 
at its lightest. The motif is a square fluted 
scroll twisted into S-shape and clothed in 
skilfully carved acanthus foliage. The upper 
part supports a graceful capital, decorated 
with acanthus foliage, the tips of the leaves 
being turned over, and on the top of it rests 
the great glass globe. Twined and twisting 
round the square scroll is a serpent. The lower 
part of the scroll ends in a spiral, supported 
by a mask of a bearded man. With the brackets 
are sconces of glass. 

On November 22nd Messrs. Christie will 
open with a sale of decorative furniture, 
porcelain and _ objects 
of art various 
sources and_ including 
the properties of the 
late J. A. Day and the 
late Thomas Corke of 
Newcastle - on - Tyne, 
The porcelain includes 
specimens of Chinese, 
Nankin, Sévres, 
Dresden, Worcester and 
Derby manufacture. 
With the furniture there 
are an English 
lacquer cabinet 
decorated with Chinese 
figures in black and 
gold; another, with 
folding doors, lacquered 
with Chinese landscapes 
in black and gold, and 
a Sheraton  satinwood 
side-table of semi- 
circular shape, the top 
inlaid with orna- 
ments, _festoons of 
flowers and _ ribbons, 
the legs carved with 
palm leaves and rosettes 
and painted with 
foliage. 

On the following 
day they will dispose 
of pictures and drawings 
from various sources, 
including the properties 
of Captain H. Loeffler 
and the late J. A. Day. 
To the latter property 
belong examples of the 
work of G. H. Andrews, 
G. Barret, G. Cattermole, Copley Fielding, 
J. Nash, and two by Peter de Wint, one being 
Works by other well known artists 
are small landscapes by Birket Foster, sporting 
subjects by A. Thorburn, ‘‘ Hebe,” by Ary 
Scheffer, architectural landscapes by H. J. 
Finn, and a series by H. Fantin Latour, includ- 
ing “ An Idyll,” painted in 1906, ‘‘ Roses in 
a Glass Vase,’”’ shown at the Institute of 
Painters in oil colours, and some fine fruit 
pictures. There are two of Claude Hayes’ 
landscapes, ‘‘ A March Day ”’ and ‘‘ Counting 
the Flock,” both exhibited in the Royal Aca- 
demy, 1902, and eleven pictures by A. M. 
Lindstrém ; while of the old masters we have 
Holbein’s portrait of Martin Luther; the 
** Adoration of the Magi,” by Titian; and 
examples by Rembrandt, Rubens and 
Romney. 

Interesting and very important illuminated 
MSS. and books will appear in the two days’ 
sale at Messrs. Sotheby’s on November 2oth 
and the following day. Among the most beauti- 
ful of the MSS. are a Book of Hours with calen- 
dar, of Paris usage, with four large miniatures 
in gold and colours, and several unfinished 
ones; and the Mende Pontifical, enriched 
with eighty-eight paintings by a French artist 
(1380-1400). The miniatures represent the 
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various ceremonies in the ordination or con- 
secration of ecclesiastics of all ranks—kings 
queens, nobles and others. ‘They also show 
the various ecclesiastical objects over which 
benedictions were pronounced ; while the text 
deals with the special functions of a bishop. 
It was made for the Bishop of Mende. Very 
fine, too, is the Book of Hours of the Virgin, 
which came from the Ch‘teau de Cordes and 
may have been written by Jehan le Noir and 
his daughter Bourgot, or by Jean Pucelle, about 
1340-48. Of national importance is the MSS. 
of the fourteenth-fifteenth century which deals 
with the history of Wigmore Priory in Hereford 
and the Mortimers, whose pedigree has twenty- 
three finely emblazoned coats of arms. The 
account of the abbey is extracted from old 
abbey documents ; and it has earlier genealogi- 
cal notes of other families. With it appears 
the original manuscript draft of the immortal 
“Displaye of Heraldrie,” by John Gwilliam 
(Rouge-Croix Pursuivant), circa 1590-1609. 
The collection is very rich in French Books 
of Hours of the fifteenth century. There is 
alsoa Dutch specimen. Not the least important 
manuscript is Sir Walter Scott’s autograph of 
“ Redgauntlet,” which has never been sold 
before. It was received as a gift from Sir Walter 
Scott by Robert Cadell, his publisher, at 
Abbotsford, in April, 1831, who bequeathed 
it to his eldest daughter, Lady Liston-Foulis. 
She, in turn, be- 


queathed it to her. 


nephew, Mr. J. H. 
Stevenson, K.C., Edin- 
burgh, the present 
owner. Init is contained 
the famous ‘“‘ Wandering 
Willie’s Tale.” 

With the printed 
books are two collec- 
tions of broadside pro- 
clamations, dating from 
about 1600-34. They 
deal with regulations 
of industries, such as 
gold and silver thread- 
making; several deal 
with the regulation of 
tobacco, restraining 
abuses in “tinne,” 
and other matters 
concerned with the 
ever-present question of 
Tariff Reform. There 
are several very rare 
early books, the most 
notable being an 
edition of the “ Golden 
Legend,” printed by 
Wynkyn de Word, 
February 30th, 1521, 
an edition hitherto 
unknown. There is a 
Second Folio Shakes- 
peare, in very good con- 
dition, though with 
minor defects ; also his 
“Julius Cesar,” 1684 
and a very rare play. 
“The Siege of Troy,’ 
a ___tragi - comedy, 
Elkanah Settle. The last was produced ai 
Bartholomew’s Fair, 1707, in Mrs. Mynn’ 
Booth over against the Hospital Gate, an 
again, in 1715, in Mrs. Mynn’s Great Boot 
in the Queen’s Arms Yard, near the Marshalse 
Gate.

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aid HAT car cost £150 in I915, 
to-day it is £300.’’ We overheard 
the remark at the Motor Show, 
and turned to see a lady dis- 
coursing to a friend on one of 
the few light cars exhibited that had been 
before the public so long as eight years 
ago. As a matter of fact, her memory was 
entirely at fault, although her remark 
was true in that the firm opposite whose 
stand she stood was selling a car in 1915 
priced at £150 and to-day their car is £300 ; 
and it contained a further stratum of 
truth in that the horse-power rating of 
both cars was the same. But the 
parallel ceased here, and it was an entirely 
erroneous belief on her part that the 
1923 model at £300 was in any way com- 
parable to the 1915 model at £150. Indeed, 
there was no connection whatever between 
the two beyond that of ancestry. It seems 
as well to indicate this fact because this 
lady, undoubtedly in common with many 
other visitors to the Show, considered 
that the remarks she had read in the 
papers to the effect that the 1923-24 
cars were better value and were cheaper 
than those of nearly a decade ago were 
misleading. A superficial reader may 
easily have gathered the idea that 1924 
cars are alleged to sell at actually lower 
prices than their predecessors of 1914, 
but this is not the case. What is meant 
by the commonly expressed fact that the 
cars of 1924 are cheaper than those of 
pre-war days is that, whether their actual 
selling cost is the same or higher, the 
value they offer for the money required 
for their acquisition is very much greater. 
No visitor can have left the Motor 
Show without having fully realised this 
for himself or for herself, and it was 
apparent to the most unobservant that 
this year’s Show saw actually lower 
prices indicated for cars of given size 
than has been the case for any year since 
the war. Last year’s prices showed, on 
the average, a return to 1919 figures. 
This year 1919 figures read relatively 
high, and, in addition to the fact that the 
cars are actually lower priced, they are, 
without exception, more comprehensively 
equipped and better fitted to render the 
service that they should render than were 
their predecessors of four years ago. 
Following our usual practice at this 
time of the year, we give below a list 
of representative cars of various classes, 
with the price at which they were selling 
at each of the post-war Shows, together 
with particulars of several new cars and 
their prices, so that some idea may be 
formed of the general trend of values 
and of the truth of the claim that 1924 
motoring promises to be cheaper than 
it has ever been. But although these 
prices speak for themselves, we must 
repeat what we have said many times 
before, that the actual price of a car 
is but little index to its value. Nor can 
a safe and reliable idea of the real value 
of a motor car be formed by judging the 
size of the vehicle in relation to its price. 
The biggest car at a given figure is not 
necessarily the best value. Conversely, 
the smallest car at the same price is not 
necessarily the dearest. One needs to 
remember that the chief determinant in car 
value is quantity of performance rather 
than quantity of car, although, perhaps,

the qualification may be expressed that 
when a potential owner has explicit re- 
quirements of large carrying capacity 
he may to some extent disregard this 
method of judgment. 


THE SUPERIORITY OF 1924 CARS. 


Quite apart from merely technical 
considerations, on which we have dwelt 
in previous issues and on which we may 
have more to say in the near future, 
there are some directions in which the 
1924 car manifests improvements over 
its predecessors that are worthy of in- 
dication. Improvements that may be 
grouped together under the general heading 
of ‘ performance’’ follow more or less 
directly the technical advance. Indeed, 
so do all improvements in a sense, but 
it is not taking too great a licence to 
differentiate from performance the dura- 
bility and reliability of cars and to separate 
these very important aspects, considering 
them isolated from the achievements of 
the designer on which they depend. We 
may, therefore, say that the car of 1924 
promises greater economy in its annual 
maintenance costs in three distinct direc- 
tions. Firstly, chassis construction has 
been simplified so that the maintenance 
of the car is no longer the skilled job 
that it used to be. There are very few cars 
which a quite unmechanical owner-driver 
cannot look after entirely for himself. 
An improvement in metals and in other 
materials used means that breakages are, 
barring roadside collisions and the ravages 
of Jack Frost, so rare as to be almost 
describable as unheard-of. When any 
repair to the car is required, no longer 
is it necessary to call in the professional 
repairer, nor are frequent demands upon 
the service department of the manufac- 
turers called for. Mechanical maintenance 
is a much less serious and costly undertak- 
ing than it used to be. Second comes the 
greater economy in fuel and tyres, which 
is a direct resultant from the weight- 
reduction process that is from year to 
year developing successfully and con- 
tinually. Thirdly, and closely connected 
with the second, comes the concomitant 
improvement of what may be called 
extraneous components of the car, which 
is having the entirely excellent effect 
of assisting and accelerating the general 
economy tendency fostered and developed 
by the car designer. Pneumatic tyres 
are, except in one notable instance, not 
immune from the attacks of the puncture 
fiend, but they are endowed with a much 
longer working life than used to be their 
lot, and their improved quality makes 
not a little for still longer chassis life by 
virtue of their improved insulation from 
road shocks. The lessons that any oil, 
any sparking plug or any carburettor would 
not suit any car are now being observed 
so continually that few car designers 
are equipping their machines with un- 
suitable accessories of this nature. All 
combine together to offer to the owner 
driver easier, as well as cheaper, motoring 
than he has known in the past. 


CAR EQUIPMENT. 


A steady improvement in the equip- 
ment of cars as distinct from what may 
be called their working components is 
to be noted and welcomed. It is now some 
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years since one or two pioneer makers 
began to fit spring gaiters as standarc 
items. To-day, this fitting is in the majority 
rather than otherwise, and spring gaiter: 
are among those things which will improve 
not only the behaviour but also the life 
of the car, without the owner’s realising 
to just what he owes the better service 
he gets. The luxury of to-day is the 
necessity of to-morrow, and nowhere is 
this better illustrated than in the almost 
universal adoption of the electric starter. 
It is only four years ago that an electric 
starter was regarded as a_ superfluous 
luxury on anything but the genuine luxury 
car. To-day, the cars that are without 
it are in the very small minority, and 
in every case it is omitted simply and 
frankly on the score of reducing produc- 
tion and selling costs. 

The same may be said of shock ab- 
sorbers, an item of chassis equipment 
that has formed the subject of much 
controversy and will certainly be much dis- 
puted over in the future. Notwithstanding 
what is said for and against the shock 
absorber, the fact remains that it is in- 
creasing in its application to cars by their 
makers. In some form or another they 
were to be seen on most of the best cars 
of this year’s Show, and, when they were 
not fitted as standard, most makers frankly 
announced their willingness to fit them 
at slight extra cost, and in many cases 
went so far as to recommend them, saying 
that they were omitted simply for keeping 
down the catalogue price of the vehicle. 

Little fittings of comparative un- 
importance but of considerable utility 
—such as screen wipers, swivelling search- 
lights (highly popular, in spite of their ille- 
gality), and better accommodation for tools 
and parcels—were to be seen on so many 
cars at the Show as to leave a general 
impression that they were all but uni- 
versal. What is universal about them is 
that they are being fitted to cars without 
imposing any increase in the catalogue 
price, although, of course, if they were 
omitted, undoubtedly the price of the c.r 
could be reduced even a little more than 
it has been in most cases. 

Several really low-priced cars are 
now to be seen with luggage carrie's, 
and the grid was once the exclusi 2 
perquisite of the high-priced car alone. 

The sizes of tyres is another direct: 1 
in which improved equipment may  €¢ 
noted, for the once common tendency °f 
paring down selling costs by fitting und °- 
sized tyres is now very unfashional »*, 
and most of the cars at the Show bo ‘t 
tyres of unquestionably adequate si °. 
This practice is likely to be still furt! -r 
increased by the recently populari: d 
“comfort” tyre, although these lati 
tyres stand to suffer quite unjustly fre2 
some of the methods of propaganda 1 
their favour that are being used by soi'¢ 
of their sponsors. Such tyres are, t}- 
doubtedly, a good thing and, as suc», 
are welcome. It is unfortunate th2t 
fantastic claims, falsely presented, are .o 
be seen in some quarters.

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prices could be maintained, or rather, 
whether they or their competitors could 
remain in business if they did not increase 
their prices. It is a fact that in many 
cases 1924 prices are so ‘“‘cut’’ that the 
margin of profit to the maker on each 
car sold is extremely small. His success 
as a commercial undertaking depends 
entirely on the number of cars that he 
makes and sells, so that we have what is, 
from the manufacturers’ point of view, 
a sort of vicious circle. In order to secure 
any market at all he must cut his profits 
to the finest possible limits, and in order 
to secure any profits he must sell a 
vast number of cars. In a sense, he is 
working at cross-purposes with circum- 
stances over which he has no control. 
His salvation appears to be coming from 
the quite unforeseen and unexpected 
expansion that is taking place in the 
motor car market. Most exhibitors who 
showed a vehicle of which the quality 
and the reputaticn were of any standing 
at all reported good business, and one 
maker alone booked an order for over 
a thousand cars on the first day of the 
Show, his day’s work being known to 
constitute no record, for his was not one 
of the most popular selling cars at the 
Show. 

The prices of raw materials show a 
tendency to advance. The cost of labour 
cannot be said to hold out any promise 
of becoming lower, and so it would appear 
that if motor cars are to be manufactured 
and sold on a commercial basis there is 
no likelihood of their prices being reduced 
in the near future. At the same time, 
the question of competition and the ever- 
present threat of the foreign manufacturer, 
especially the American, who can satisfy 
the English market by sending over his 
surplus products only, should be sufficient 
to prevent any increase in price. It is 
possible, but distinctly improbable, that 
in six months’ time cars will, on the 
average, be 2} per cent. cheaper than 
they are to-day. In the light of present 
information and facts it is difficult to 
conceive that next year’s Show will see 
a wholesale reduction such as has taken 
place this year. If the motor car of 1925 
is, on the average, 5 per cent. cheaper 
than that of 1924, it will be as much as 
the British motor world can hope for. 


FOREIGN CARS. 


In spite of the fact that some dis- 
tinguished Englishmen found it necessary 
to invest their money in foreign cars 
at the Show, and in spite of the fact that 
one of these purchasers, at least, was a 
famous soldier who is supposed to be 
doing as much as he can to reduce the 
unemployment problem, it may safely 
be said that a notable feature of this 
year’s Show was the extent to which 
foreign cars were neglected by the majority 
of the buyers. There seems to be an 
increasing realisation that, all things 
taken into consideration, the English 
car offers every bit as good value as 
that from any other country. There are 
many English cars of which the value- 
for-money appeal cannot be surpassed 
by those from any part of the world. 
America may give us bigger cars, but she 
cannot offer us anything better than 
the Morris Cowley at £195 or the 11.9 h.p. 
Bean at £335; while the makers of these 
two cars, in their Oxford and 14 h.p. 
models respectively, and also a firm 
like Messrs. Armstrong Siddeley, Limited, 
can cffer to their compatriots who fight 
shy of the car of low nominal horse-power, 
for reasons mainly based on prejudice, 
value that is unsurpassed. And at {2095 
the new 14 h.p. B.S.A. has no superior 
in its class, and very few that will approach 
it. No one who inspects a chassis like 
this 14 h.p. B.S.A. with any care or dis- 
crimination, can fail to appreciate the 
promise of comparatively everlasting wear 
that it holds out when compared with 
the prospects to be enjoyed by the owner 
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of a much higher-powered American car 
priced at about the same figure.

In all the above specifications, irre- 
spective of the class in which they fall, 
it may be assumed that the cars or chassis 
are fitted with electric lighting and starting, 
spare wheel and tyre, and speedometer, 
and have conventional braking arrange- 
ment, i.¢., all brakes operating through 
the rear wheels and located either in 
drums on those wheels or on the trans- 
mission. Any departure from what may 
be called these standard practices is 
specifically mentioned. Every car men- 
tioned has a four-cylinder water-cooled 
engine except where otherwise stated ; 
all gear-boxes are of the sliding pinion 
type except in the case of the Lanchester 
40 h.p.; and all rear axles are of the live 
type, spiral bevel being, in the great 
majority, the method of final drive. 

In following the above comparisons 
of prices the reader should bear in mind 
that the figures quoted for 1919 are, from 
a commercial point of view, of practically 
no significance or value whatsoever. Hardly 
any of the cars ordered and paid for at 
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the 1919 Show at the prices which we 
quote above were delivered at these prices. 
Either the price was increased before they 
were delivered, so that the unfortunate 
individual who ordered a car at 430c 
often had to pay as much as £450 for it, 
or, alternatively, the cars that were 
exhibited at the Show never attained the 
production stage and never entered on 
to the market in the serious sense. Ther« 
were one or two brilliant exceptions, but, 
although interesting by their very isola 
tion, they were not sufficiently numerous 
to exercise any real influence on the situa. 
tion as a whole. 

The prices for 1920 represent the 
zenith of motoring costs in Great Britain. 
It was in this year, also, that petrol was 
costing more than 4s. a gallon, and perhaps, 
from some points of view, it was not 
altegether a bad thing that deliveries 
were interfered with and the whole course 
of industry upset by such calamities as 
the moulders’ and other strikes, for had 
every man desirous of obtaining a car 
secured what he thought he wanted in 
1920, many more enemies of motoring 
would surely have been created. 

It was in 1921 that a steady downward 
trend of prices began, and this trend has 
continued to the present year, although, 
as we have said above, a cool and unbiased 
consideration of the whole situation seems 
to indicate that it has practically reached 
the end of its run.

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these latter have noticed the growing 
enthusiasm with which the former have 
greeted their host. At no similar function 
which we have attended has anyone 
received a more enthusiastic reception 
than did Sir Herbert Austin on this last 
occasion, when he met his agents, dis- 
tributors and all those associated with 
them. His remarks were pointed and, 
naturally, turned on what is one of the 
most pressing questions of the moment, 
the prospects of the British motor industry 
for overseas business. 

Referring, first, to the problem as 
to whether all ‘‘ components ”’ of the motor 
car should be protected as well as the 
private car itself, Sir Herbert said that 
in his opinion such protection as could 
be afforded by an import tariff ought 
certainly to be established. It was idle 
to suggest that such protection would 
have the effect of forcing up prices, if 
only because competition among the home 
manufacturers was now sufficiently keen 
to keep down prices to the lowest possible 
level. As instancing the truth of this, 
one had only to consider the magneto, 
which was one of the first of our key 
industries which, by some miracle, the 
Government realised as such and decided 
to protect. The present magneto, supplied 
entirely by British labour, is a_ better 
instrument than that for which the 
industry relied on Germany before the 
war. Not only is it better, it is actually 
cheaper, though the German instrument 
was imported tax free. It is largely as 
the result of the tax on private cars that 
the British private car manufacturer is 
able to carry on. We thought Sir 
Herbert might here have made some point 
of the fact that the 33} per cent. tax, which 
foreign cars imported into this country 
are required to pay, is not, as is generally 
supposed, 50 per cent. less than their 
wholesale or retail selling price. Actually, 
that car which is imported in greater 
quantities than any other pays about £5 
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import tax, and in other cases the figure 
bears a similarly remote connection to 
the 334 per cent. of the value of the car. 
As regards export trade, Sir Herbert stated, 
with fitting pride, that his company was 
responsible for 59 per cent. of the total 
moter export trade of this country during 
the month of September. Somewhat 
naturally, he was anxious to see British 
motorists buy British cars, and his com- 
pany, for instance, was doing everything 
it could to offer them every encouragement 
to this end, for it had reduced its prices 
as far as possible, and if only the inotor 
industry could get rid of two of its greatest 
evils, profiteering and price-cutting, its 
prospects for the future would be even 
brighter than they are at present. 

It was refreshing that both the Minister 
of Health and the Minister of Transport 
were keen motorists, and the interests 
of the motoring industry would be likely 
to be safe in their hands. We are on the 
threshold of a vast development, but it 
is important that the universal desire 
for low prices shall not be allowed to inter- 
fere with the maintenance of a fitting 
standard of quality. This would be a 
public calamity, however alluring the 
extremely cheap car may appear to be 
superficially. 

This was one of the very few trade 
functions at which no reference was made 
to the pound per horse-power tax, and 
perhaps the reason was that the response 
to Sir Herbert’s toast of his Distributors 
and Agents was made by an ex-M.P. 
who was partly responsible for the institu- 
tion of that tax. 


The Proposed Tyre Tariff. 


T is freely rumoured that the Govern- 
I ment intends to take immediate 
action in defence of the British tyre 
industry, which has been fighting against 
impossible odds since 1919 and 1s now 
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in such grave straits that only prompt 
and adequate measures can avert further 
serious losses for investors and increased 
distress among its workers. 

The Board of Trade returns of foreign 
tyre imports from January to September 
inclusive have just been issued. They 
show that the enormous quantity of 
3,534,719 tyre covers, inner tubes and 
solid tyres was brought into this country 
during the period, invoice values at ports 
of entry totalling nearly 43,000,000 sterling. 

It is interesting to examine these 
figures with a view to estimating how they 
are affecting employment in this important 
key industry. Taking one pneumatic tyre 
cover or one solid tyre as providing one 
day’s work per person, which is accepted 
as a safe average, the number of these 
articles imported (1,075,205) is found to 
represent a full year’s employment for 
over 3,500 people. This calculation leaves 
out of account nearly two and a half 
million motor tubes and motor cycle 
and cycle tyres, as well as the factor 
of indirect employment in allied industries, 
such as, for example, the Lancashire 
cotton industry. Manufactured cotton in 
the form of cord fabric is the most valuable 
content of a tyre cover. The foreign 
tyres imported during 1922 contained 
some 2,340 tons of this material, the whole 
of which could have been woven by British 
labour had the tyres been made here. 

The British tyre industry is, ot 
course, quite capable of producing all the 
tyres we need in these islands, and claims 
that, if it were permitted to exploit its 
home market to the same extent as foreign 
manufacturers exploit theirs, protected by 
tariffs, British labour could also make a 
surplus for export. Under existing con- 
ditions export business can only be done 
to a very limited extent, and then mostly 
at unremunerative prices, so that only 
the largest and richest companies can 
attempt to maintain their overseas 
connections.

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In view of these figures, coupled 
with the fact that 25 per cent. of its 
employees have drawn the unemployment 
dole for many months, while further 
large numbers are on “short time,’ it 
is not surprising that Mr. Baldwin is 
believed to have earmarked the tyre 
industry for immediate assistance. A 
strong propaganda campaign, in which 
both workers and employers have joined, 
has created a powerful public and Parlia- 
mentary opinion in favour of prompt 
action either under the Safeguarding of 
Industries Act or by restoring tyres to 
the Finance Act, from which they were 
only excluded at the eleventh hour in 
1915 as the result of a bargain with the 
Unitel States—-a bargain which should 
have died a natural death upon America’s 
entry into the war. 


Mistakes that Designers Make: 
Bodywork. 


N the matter of bodywork, mistakes 
I are easily detected, and the commonest 

of all, which exercises the greatest 
influence on the comfort of the driver and 
the passenger at his side, is connected with 
the distance between windscreen, steering 
wheel and seat. There is one popular 
medium-powered car on the road which, to 
the driver, seems to hold its windscreen 
vards away from him. He receives practi- 
cally no benefit from it, and, whether it be 
open or closed, makes no difference to the 
draughts that assail him. A _ steering 
wheel should be as close to the windscreen 
as is possible, so long as its proximity does 
not interfere with the mounting of the 
instruments on the facia board and, of 
course, does not involve the removal of 
necessary leg room. The back of the front 
seat should be much closer to the steering 
wheel than it is in the majority of cars, 
although in this the question is complicated 
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by the necessity of providing a door of 
adequate width. The difficulty is overcome 
and met quite satisfactorily by the pro- 
vision of an adjustable front seat, a fitting 
that is not necessarily expensive and which 
may be found on some very moderately 
priced cars, although it is lacking in some 
of the most expensive cars on the market. 

A common fault perpetrated by the 
body designer is connected with both 
back and front seats, and this is that these 
are placed too high in relation to the sides 
of the body. While many drivers and 
motor car passengers do not favour the 
semi-reclining position that is the popular 
fancy to-day, practically everybody likes 
to feel that he or she is sitting in the car 
and not on it. This does not mean that the 
seats must be unduly sunk in the body so as 
to be practically on the floor. It simply 
means that there must be enough body- 
side above the seat to give that pleasant 
sense of ensconced comfort. If and when 
this necessitates raising the sides of the 
body to such an extent that the over-all 
lines would be unsightly and displeasing, 
then the fault can generally be traced to 
the method of mounting the body on the 
chassis. There is no need for more space 
between body and road springs than will 
allow for the natural movement of the back 
axle over all sorts of roads, and many 
ingenious methods have been adopted to 
secure a low-built and low-placed body 
that is withal endowed with really deep 
seating. And no one could call the 19.6 h.p. 
Crossley or the 15 h.p. Cubitt an ugly car, 
yet both of them have bodies that are 
certainly not built high, and both of them 
offer depth of seating that many designers 
would be well advised to examine and to 
try to copy. 


ALL-WEATHER FITTINGS. 


It can be said outright and without 
fear of contradiction, that side curtains 
that are attached by press-on buttons 
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either to the bodywork or to the hood, are 
unsatisfactory. Turn buttons work quite 
well but are apt to be unsightly. Devices 
like those adopted on the Standard light 
car, the pioneer of all-weather equipment, 
or on the 14 h.p. Crossley, prove that neat 
and unobtrusive fittings can be perfectly 
satisfactory. Incidentally, the price of a 
car seems to exercise no influence over the 
quality of its all-weather equipment. The 
most costly car that I have ever had for a 
week-end test had the very worst all- 
weather fittings that I have yet encountered. 
The best, as I said in a recent article, were 
those on the 14 h.p. Crossley, which, at 
400 guineas, is not an expensive car for its 
specification. 

All rear passengers need a screen for 
their protection, but that the provision of 
this screen need not necessarily be an 
expensive extra is proved by the increas- 
ingly fashionable design of side curtains 
which can be converted into a rear screeii 
quite readily, although they all seem to 
suffer from the inherent fault that the 
screen is too far removed from the face 
of the passenger. Some such arrangement 
as that which was used on the Humber 15.9 
h.p. car, in the form of a cowl, but with one 
single instead of the two separate screens, 
seems to be indicated as the ideal means of 
catering for the highest comfort of rear 
passengers in an open touring car.

ASHIONS in men’s clothes seldom change drastically 

though it is true that certain little innovations appear eac! 

season, or perhaps styles that were popular a decad 

or so ago are revived, but bearing little touches tha 

bring the models and materials up to date in accord. 
ance with the customs and habits of the moment. 

New styles are mysteriously launched through the influenc” 
of certain well dressed men, usually described as ‘‘ about town ”’ 
—men so critical and fastidious that their habits place them 
above others as leaders of fashion. While it is not always possible 
to follow closely the subtler inflections of fashion as interprete:| 
by such men, yet it is possible for the average man to wear 
clcthes that bear the hall-mark of style without being unduly 
ostentatious. It is often said, usually by women, that men 
do not take sufficient interest in their appearance ; it is no more 
true than that women take too much. All men consider the 
question of personal appearance, and dress either as well, as 
quietly or as shabbily as suits their individuality.

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WHAT TO WEAR AND WHAT TO AVOID IN 


COUNTRY LIFE. 
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COUNTRY CLOTHES 


ORE and closer attention is paid to-day to country 
clothes than has ever been the case before. It no 
longer suffices to have an ordinary frieze or tweed 
suit and knock-about hat, there are, besides, a very 
host of small details that have to be considered before 

the modern woman carries the hall-mark of approved correctness 
and distinction. 

There are, nowadays, many serious rivals to the above- 
mentioned conventional suits. The knitted coat and _ skirt, 
for example, is an innovation that has by no manner of means 
been exploited, as some may imagine, to its fullest limits. The 
very latest recruit is a wool embroidered material in quiet Persian 
and Eastern colourings; in fact, in several instances one finds 
a suggestion of carpet nuances and harmonies in browns, beige, 
reds and old blues. There is not a stitch of the groundwork 
to be seen, so it is impossible to say of what that is composed. 
All is embroidery, executed, it is to be surmised, on some specially 
constructed loom. This, however, fashions into 
the most attractive simple coats and skirts, the 
former straight and unbelted, which are certain 
to be much worn. They have, indeed, been 
observed doing arrestingly smart service at 
some of the smaller race meetings. 

Weather-proofed gabardine is another fabric 
worthy of notice, a leading couturiére showing 
this in conjunction with leather coats toned to 
match; another great authority, equally impressed 
by the value of leather, offering smart coats of 
that ilk painted or printed over in Paisley 
designs. 

Then, too, this winter there has been a 
marked revival in favour of corduroy cloth, 
than which nothing looks better in the character- 
istic mouse brown shade accompanied by one 
of the gay-patterned neck handkerchiefs that 
have a good deal of orange and red in their 
composition ; while for greater warmth there 
are the jolly soft woolly scarves twisted close 
round the throat, so infinitely more suitable 
than are fur stoles and animals to the country. 
Those who are taken by this suggestion of 
corduroy have an admirable model to follow 
in the adjoined sketch, which depicts the typically 
well turned out countrywoman, the easy-fitting 
wrap-over skirt allowing perfect freedom of 
movement and the double-breasted coat a season- 
able amount of warmth. It will be noted how 
the back of the latter is cut on quasi-habit lines 
with a slit up either side. Equally to be remarked 
and commended are the striped wool stockings, 
so much more sensible than even the heavy 
ribbed silk hosiery, the stout brogued, flat, 
broad heel shoes, the pull-on felt hat crammed 
well on the head at a suspicion of an angle. 
Even the easy fit of the gauntlet chamois leather 
gloves are expressed in the sketch, and, worn 
beneath the coat, one visions a cosy knitted 
jumper, with long sleeves, of speckled wool to 
match the stockings, or one of the gay many- 
coloured varieties classed under the head of 
Fair Isle. 

A propos of this particular fancy there has 
lately arisen a great fancy for the Fair Isle 
cardigan, a garment that, weather permitting, 
may take the place of the costume coat, what- 
ever that may be. These knitted jackets are 
mostly hip length, with narrow plain borders 
down the front and edging the pockets, and 
they close at a low line with a link button. At 
a recent point-to-point meeting there was seen 
one of these cardigans accompanying a wrap- 
over skirt of dull burnt orange and grey tweed 
flecked with black, an orange silk neck hand- 
kerchief and a black velvet ‘‘tammy,’’ the 
crown caught down at one side by a jewelled 
brooch. 

It is frequently debated whether, with a 
strictly knock-about country suit, it is correct 
to wear a pearl necklet. Curiously enough, and 
for some occult reason it is impossible to fathom, 
some women can do so without inviting criticism, 
whereas others cannot. In any case it should 
be a necklace of small pearls, and not exposed 
outside but worn inside the jumper or shirt or 
whatever is adopted in that way. The fact is 
well known that real pearls retain their colour 
and lustre by being worn constantly rather than 
by being put away. But long pearl necklaces 
of ostentatious size are unquestionably out of 


place and in bad taste. Although this may seem a li tle 
thing to comment upon—indeed, almost superfluous to he 
majority—the most amazing faux pas can be, and are, mi le, 
not only with jewellery, but shoes, gloves, stockings, hats < nd 
veils, and so forth, and that is why I have ventured to do 
so. The fact that autres fois, autres maeurs is the rule in 
the world of dress, makes a short cut to knowledge of w iat 
is worn and what is not an essential to the woman of m:iny 
interests. 

The correctly attired countrywoman is, in her way, anot er 
fine example of the finished product, and what the English- 
woman wears to-day in this particular the rest of the world 
essays to-morrow, although both American and French women are 
inclined to add little extraneous touches of their own, especially 
the latter, who, generally speaking, lack the figure, the poise, 
the personality to carry off with éclat the studied severity 
regarded as de rigueur this side the Channel.
